Made of Hemp and Presented to 
Bill Fox at Nevada. 


——, 
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The Last Hours of the Doomed Man's Life— 
The Usual Hearty Breaktast—History. of 
the Murder of Tom Howard and Fox's Con- 
viction. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEVADA, December 28.—Late yesterday 
afternoon a Post-DiIsPATCH reporter visited 
Ww. Fox in his cell in the County Jail. He 
said whisky and lewd women had caused his 
ruin. He dates his downfall from the sepa- 
ration from his wife about one year ago. They 
were cousins and were married when Fox was 
only .8 years old. He asked the reporter in 
speaking of his death to warn young men 
against early marriage and marriage with 
near relatives, and, above ali,. to avoid a 
licentious life. This has been 
A BEAUTIFUL MORNING, 
and Fox saw the world for the last time 
bathed in sunlight. The crowd commenced 
arriving early last evening, and at an early 
hour this morning the streets were crowded 
with people. The9 o’cluock train in from 
the North on the L. &S8. road, and also the 
sout i-bound train en the M,, K. & T. at the 
same time came in loaded from the rear plat- 
form to the tender with anxious people. 
The enormity of his crime and the publicity 
heretofore given to the case has creaied a 
wide-spread desire in morbid minds to wit- 
ness the execution. The Post-DIsPatcu 
representative visited Fox in his cell again 
this morning. He had just eaten 
A BEARTY BREAKFAST, 
and was apparently feeling in a 
pleasant mood. He chaited with the crowd 
ina careless manner. The reporter bade 
him good-by with the remark: 
“TI will see you again.” 
“Are you going to the hanging?” said the 
doomed man. 
“*Yes,”’ said the reporter. 
“Well, | will be there,” said Foxtn a joen- 
lar tone. The prisoner was taken to 
THE PLACE OF EXECUTION 
near the scene of the murder in a close car- 
riage, leaving the jail at 11:30 a.m. He 
walked out and into thecarriage with a firm 
tread and was foilowed by Sheriff Fisher, 
Deputy Harmony ard Marshal Duren. 
The carriage was guarded by armed 
men. ‘Following it was a wagon 
containing a rosewood coffin which had been 
prepared for the doemed man. On either 
side of the carriage, in frant aod rear, was a 


surging evowd of eager spectators, . madanp- 


of men, women and children who had 
swarmed in from all parts of the country to 
witness the excution. The procession 

REACHED THE SCAFFOLD 
at 11:30 o’clock. Tne prisoner stepped out of 
the carriage and walked with a firm step up 
the stairway and knelt a minute in prayer. 
He was very coe] and collected, and gave 
directions about adjusting the straps on his 
arms and legs. When the noose was adjusted 
he said; “Farewell, boys.” When 

THE CAP WAS PULLED 

down he asked the sheriff and guards to 
shake hands with him, They did so, and at 
11:50 the trap was drawn. A few struggles, 
followed by an intermittent pulse for nine 
minutes, and all was over. In fourteen min- 
utes after the drop he wascut down. His 
neck was dislocated. The body was given 
to friends for burial.

Fox's Crime. 

Sunday morning, the 20th of last May, twe 
young men discovered the lifeless body of a man 
near a cave ip the woods about one-half mile from 
the Nevada Depot. From the appearance of the 
body it was evident a murder had been com- 
mitted, and the young men hurried to town and 
iuformed the officers of their ghestly find. The 


news spread rapidly, and within an bour or twe 
several bupdred men bad reached the scene of 
tue crime, A newspaper wrapper was found in 
one ef the dead man’s pockets which was ad- 
dressed to “W. T. Howard, Meundvilie, Mo.” 
The body was also identified OF several persons 
who had been acquainted with Howard. 

At ap examination made at the luquest 
A BULLET HOLE 

immeuiateiy under the 
left shoulder biade, between the cigkth and 
nineth ribs; a bullet nole in the center of the 
spine; an abrasion ov the right cheek, and a bul- 
let hole through the top of the left ear. The face 
was powder burned across the bridge of the nose 
and direcily under the eyes. A S2calibre pistol 
bali was found lodged under the skin on the 
right breast three inches above the nipple, and a 
ball of the same size was aiso found under the 
skin at the end of the ninth rib, below the right 
breast, 

Wilitam Fox was in company with Howard when 
last seen alive, the night befere the discovery of 
the body. This fact led to his introduction as a 
witness before the Coroner’s jury, aud on the

PLACED UNDER ARREST. 
Suspicions aisu attached to Mrs. Jane Rese, a 
woman of bad repute, aud a young man, named 
Tiomas Archer, formerly a resident of Marion 
County, Mo., and they were also arrested a 
sbort +e alter the murder. Fox madea state- 
ment, which be called a confession, in which he 
attem +to shift the crime to Archer, but this, 
like his evidence, was a bundle of coutradictions. 
He said Howard and Archer were rivals for the 
favors of a woman, Known as Mrs. Higgins, and 
that jealousy was the motive which actuated tne 
crime. Tie story obtained no credence, and after 
a short imprisonment both Archer and Mrs. Rose 
were released. | 
FOX ADMITS THE KILLING. 

A few days after (he murder, Fox realized the 
evidence against him was overwhelming, and that 
it Was ulteTly useless Lo attempt further couceal- 
ment. Wednesday following the murder he made 
what purported to be a full confession of his 
crime, aud since that time he Bas said authing to 
contra it in apy essential He talked of 
his horrible deed wilh as wuch Ronchalaace as if 
murder Was tohim a means of diversion. His 
confession wus made suDsiantially as follows:

STORMING A SANCTUARY, 


A Colored Minister aad His Followers 


Open Church With a Battering Kam, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Passaic, N. J., December 28.—The trouble 
in the First Methodist (colored) Union Church 
in this town is waxing warm, and it is ex- 
pected that before the difficulty terminates 
the Grand Jury will interfere. The suit 
which was taken before Justice Hudson was 
settied yesterday. Theceurt gave a judg- 
meut to Pastor James Blank and his friends 
against the alieged interlopers for $25 
and costs. It was thought that the trouble 
would then be setti.d, and that the defeated 
faction would peacefully turn over the 
church edilice te the Rev. Mr. Blank aad his 
admirers. This, bow:ver, was not done, 
though both elements expressed themselves 
satistied with the verdict of the cvurt, and 
the oppusite laction signified their wiliixg- 
ness to give up the fight and retire. Not- 
withstanding this the emblem oi peace dues 
not stretcu its wings over the church door. 
Pastor Biank believed that the court's decis- 
ion gave him the right of possession of the 
chureh, and he at vuce proceeded to exercise 
that right.

SUICIDE AND MURDER, 


The Complications That Brought About es 
Double Tragedy at Berlin. 
ALBANY, N. Y., December 23.—A brief 
cable dispatch received here by S. O. Shep- 
ard announces that Col. Henry B. Rathbene 
had killed his wife at Hanover, Germany, 


and then attempted tocommit suicide. A 
later dispatch states that Col. Rathbene was 
dying, and that Miss Louise Har- 
ris of this city, who was 
with the Rathbenes, escaped unhurt, aid 
that the children are aisa safe. Col. 
Wom. Harris of Cleveland, a brother of Mrs. 
Rathbonue, sailed for Europe yesterday, and 
the relatives of the parties in this city, who 
are overwhelmed by the report of the mur- 
der, are anxiously awaiting the details of the 
atfair.

ON TRIAL. 
The Farcical Prabestions of the 
Police Board. 


Chief Campbell’s Defense—The Solid Three 
Opposed to Allewing the Chief a Show— 
The Judges Prejudiced—A Rearing Farce 
at the Four Courts. 


The trial of Chief Campbell began at shortly 
afier3 p. m. yesterday, in presenee of the full 
Board. Chief Campbell and his attorneys, 
Messrs. Chandler aid Joy, were present. Walter 
F. McEntire, the young man who makes the 
charges, Was on hand, accompanied by C. M. 
Napton, bis aitorney. Ed. Butler and several 
others looked over the outside gate, but were 
locked out where they could not bear the testi- 
mony. A number of prominent citizens, who 
had been summoned as witnesses for Qampbelil, 
were also locked out, but after an hour's 
wait, were excused until] 10a.m, tedav. When 
the trial opened, Mr. Chandler read the affidavit 
of John W. Campbell, objecting .to 


Lutz and Caruth sitting on the case, 
because they were prejudiced and because they 
had previously preferred the same charges whieb 
were now brought by Mr. MeKntire. The ob- 
ection Was promptly overruled, Caruth, Lutz and 

vod ward voting agilnat entertaining it. Next. 
Mr. Chandler prevented a demurrer to the 
charges, on the ground that they were vague and 
uncertain, that they aileged no offenses known to 
the statute of the poles rules, ete. The demur- 
rer went the wou, ¢ Campbell's affidavit and by 
the same vote. E. H. Tobias. who swore that he 
Was 4 reporter, Was then introduced as the first 
witness. 

He testified that Campbell had told him, on the 
condition that he would not publish the m:tter, 
thatthe resignations of Caruth agd Luiz were 
eld by Joseph H, McEntire. The interview with 
Cam ilwok place on the west steps of the 
Four Courts. He was sure that Cainpbell had no 
tou’ timthat Kerwin had said these things, but 
that the Chief had yolunteered this information 
himself.

before he put a Knife inte Lutz. Witness 
did not remember that Uampvdell had said 
disresvectful things of Governor Crittenden on 
that occasion. Wm. R. Faulkeoer next told the 
ald story haw Campbdeil had said that he wuuid 
give $300 to be back in bis captaincy. 

The trial was then adjourned until 7 p.m. At 
that time Jehan *Robinaon, a shorthand reporter, 
was put on the sland to testify to Campbell’s evi- 
dence tn the oonapiracy case. 

Mr, Joseph G. Lodge tollowed him on the stand. 
to teli about Campbe I's part in preparing the evi- 
dence in the conspiracy trial. He stated that 
Campbell had come tv his office only afier he bad 
asked him four times todo so. The Chief never 
volunteered a single statement prepruicial to the 
de‘endants, inany way. Whi e Mr, Lodxe was ov 
t.e stand, the trial was adjourned uuti! 10 a, m. 
to-day. 

The Board did not meet until 10:30 o’cloek this 
moruing & recume the trial of the Chief. At that 
hour the Mayor, who was the first to put in an ap- 
pearance, rapped the judicial administrative 
Board to order with a lead nage The mauly 
forms of the quartette of police efficers teok up 
their position be tud Dr. Lutz, and everything 
was pronounced in readiness for the perform- 
anee, Golden. ihe colored gentleman who or- 
a guards the ante-room,. was sent howll.¢ 
through the corridors fer “Toptas! Tobia-!’’ 
anotber section of whose testimony the Bouru 
wanted to hear. Tobias was broughtin after a 
little wait and -took the witness chair. He was 
asked what statements he had made abwut 
the interview he had with Chiet Camp- 
bell, avd answered that be had 
nol made au eontradictory statements te Mr. 
Lodge or vybod, else. He never told anyone that 
Campbell, in making bis startling statemenis cou- 
eerninog ibe resignations, had cited Dan Kerwin 
as uuthority for the statement, 

Mr. Joseph G. Lodge, the attorney, was next 
called. and testified that be met Tobias at 
the Cliy Hall. and eaid that he h heard 
that Tobias Was an impartant witn B the 
Campbell ease. Tobias saiad he didy’t know how 
the impression gained, as Campbell had only told 
him what Kerwin said about the resignations. 
Mr. Lodge said thathe bad no feeling that he 
knew of in the matter, waless he was anoconscious- 

y prejudiced threugt his friendship to Campbell.

RIVER TRANSPURT. 


Grumbling at the Anchor Line—What Capt. 
Keyser Says. 

There has been a considerable amount of 
growling and no small number of comp! 
ing made by river shippers against the Anchor 
line. It nas been asserted that no boat has left 


its moorings for the past ten days, and that in 


consequenee there has been a perfect stagnation | 


in trade in certain circles. The only reason as- 


signed is that the managers of the Anuchor Line 


have considered it dangerous to send out any of 
their beats, beth on account of iow water and the 
Increasea quantity of ice floating in the river. 
Their boats are not insured, and they are disin- 
clinedtorun any extra risk. Boats that are in- 
sured, itis alleged, have veen ready and willing 
to carry ali freight offered them, but by 
reason of the fact that two-thirds of their trade 
comes through the Anchor Line they dare not run 
out in opposition to them. The Board of Under- 
writers have not forbidden any boats insured 
with them from plying between St. Louls and 
Southern points, but noiwithstanding this their 
shipments areata standstill and Southern trade 
is proportionately in a state of stagnation. 

fu the meantime Kansas City is rapidly supply- 
ing the demand at Memphis, and the other south- 
ern points, and by the time the river becomes 
sufficiently clear to permit the Anchor Line boats 
torun, there will be no demand for St. Louis 
merchandise, and the. merchants bere will have 
lost thousands of dollars. It is, moreover. as- 
serted that the Anenor Line, which has bveen 
butit up by St. Louis merchants unt! it Is the 
richest and best line of poats on the river, has 
done so little to accommodute them in obtaining 
proper connections for them at Cairo and other 
poiuts, that Kansas City can bill freight through 
to the sea-coast cheaper than St. Louis. To as- 
certain what foundation there was for these ru- 
mors, and bow much truth there 
was in them, a reporter of the 
Post-DisPaATcH called on Capt. Keyser, 
the presideut of the Auchor Line, and questioued 
him eoncerning them. 

“There are :lways a lot of sorebeads,” said the 
Captain, “whe deem ittheir special province to 
kick whenever things do not go exactly as they 
think they should, at is true that none of our 
boats have gone vut since last Tuesday, and bo 
save mau would expect it. The river is very low, 
and besides, has been Alled with floating ice for 
the past two weeks. OUur boats are too large and 
draw too much to run them out at sucn a time.” 

“How about the oiher beats vot belonglug to 
your jine?”’ 

“They have been perfectly free to run out or not 
as they pleased. We do not profess to own the 
river between here and the South.” — 

“But it is said, GQaptain, thas your line naturaily 
contrels the giher buats.” 

“That is not ao. We give them freight occa 
sionally, and employ them whenever the bouts of 
our line cannot accommodate the merchants here 
by reasou of low Water or from Olner causes; bul 
we Daye never yet dictated to them when they 
shalland where they shall not run out, Weat 
least thiuk we bave the privilege of determining 
when it is safe for us to run oul eur boats,’ 

“How about freights and through bills to South- 

ern points?” 
“There is wnere the whole difficulty lies, and 
that is the reason these soreheaas are complain- 
lug. During the summer months we give them 
cheaper freights than the railroads to Mem- 
phis and the South, owt during the winter we Can- 
not do it.”’ 

“Why? 

“Because the tariff rates of theralilroads in the 
South western pools are fifteen cents per hundred 
io Cairo, and only fifteen and a hall cents to 
Memyiis, consequentiy we cannot afford to pay 
them their rates to Calro and tien ship to Mem- 
phis as cheaply as they do,” 

“No, sir,” said the Captain, emphatically, tn 
conclusion, “I tell you, the Anetor line has al- 
ways done its bes, to accommodate the merchants 
of Bt. Louis, aud some tines at 4 considerable 
loss to the company, and those very men Who are 
vow complaining would gompiain u freights were 
twice as cheap a§ Whey are how,"

The’ Merchants’ Exchange Tendered the 

Next Demvocratie National Conventien. 

Pursuant to a call of the Doard of directors of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, the members of the 
Exchange met at noon to-day to cunsider the 
question of tendering the National Democratic 
Committee the use of their hall for the conven- 
tion to be beid in June. President Ewald called

The 
Bourd of Divectors were unanimousiy in favor of 
granting the privilege, but in order to give weight 
to the matter they deemed it advisable to submit 
the prepesitidh te the members in a body and 
obtain a vote from them upon it. That was the 
object of the present pees and the questi 
‘was Open tor discussion. Col. D. P. Grier th 
made a motion to the above effect, which was 
seconded by Mr. Jerome Hill. Col. Grier then 
stepped tothe frontof the platform aud said 
ihat it might seem strange that 
he, an acknowledged Republican, skouid 
make the motion to grant the use of their hall to 
a Demwcratic Convention. He considered the 
Democratic party a strong and powerful body, 
and he had tee interests of St. Loulgs two much at 
beart to be blinded by any partisan prejudice in 
determining so important a question as the one 
now before them. The convention would bring 
to St. Louis representative men trom ali over the 
country, and be hoped that every Republican 
within the sound of his voice would consider the 
interests of the city and her merchants aud vote 
favorably upon the motion.

Resolutions Passed at the Convention of 
Buckeye State Liquor Dealers. 

COLUMBUS, OHIO, December 28.—The 
State Convention of Liquor Dealers ad- 
journed after perfecting the State organiza- 
tion with a central committee of fifteen to 
look after the auxilliaries andlezisiation. It 
is cailed the committee on agitation. The 
following was adopted: . 

Wuereas, The Legislature of Ohio at its 
last session enacted a certain law known as 
the Scott law, which is in direct violation of 
the wise provistons of the Constitution of 
Vhio, derogatory to the business interests of 
a large class of persons, residents of Onio, 
engaged in mercantile pursuits, and

uors sheuld not be prohibited, as was most 
emphatically expressed by them through 
their baliots on the second-Tuesday of Ocio- 
ber last, and 

WHEREAS, Said Scott law was enacted for 
the purpose of destroying and proiiubiting 
such traffic, therefore, 

Resolved, That, as citi zens of Ohio en- 
gaged in the traffic in malt, vinous 
and spiritueus iiquors, we in con- 
vention assembled are of the opinion that 
said Scott jaw is unconstitutional and unjust, | 
and therefore respectfuily ask of the coming | 
Legisiature the enactment of a judicious and 
constitutional law, and thereby the repeal of 
the Scott law.

Will Necessitate the Closing of the Vul- 
can Mills, 7 | 
_ ‘The report having reached the city that 
the Vulean fron Mills of (Carondelet are 
about to close down for perhaps ninety days, 
a Post-Dispaten reporter this morning 
sought out Mr. Ethan A. Hitcheock, presi- 
dent of the corporation, and interrogated 
him concerning the eondition of affairs 
which had brought about such a result, 
Following is the conversation which ensued 
between Mr. Hitcheeck and the reporter: 


“Can you give meany items to-day, Mr. 
Hitchcock, about the condition of the steal 
rail market?” 

“No, nothing very special beyond the fact 
that I suppose you know we contemplate 
closing our mill early ip January.” 

“It has been so rumored for some time 
past; | do not think it has been generally 
understood to be the fact that you Would do 
so. Why do you close?” 

‘Simply because there is nething te do but 
to apply the only remedy left forthe exist- 
ing state of affairs, which is te reduce pro- 
duction, thejpresent producing cs tyjol the 
thirteen miils in the country being about 30 
per cent. in excess of the present demasd.”’ 
_“Whatis the presnt capacity ef the mills 
in the country, and how many are there?”’ 

“There are thirteen mills, with a capacity 
of a million and a half tens, whieh will be 
reduced by the stoppage of five miils to 
about one imiliion tons; which, in turn, wili 
represent the probable demand until confi- 
dence is restored, business revives, and new 
construction is undertaken.” 

“What are the names of these mills?”’ 

“They are the Cleveland Railing Mill; one 
of the North Chicago Company’s mills; the 
Union Iron and Sieel Company’s mill at 
Chicago; the Pittsburg Bessemer mill, owned 
now by Messrs. Carnegie Brothers, and the 
fifth will be our mull.” 

“Why will the stoppage of these mills 
remedy the evii?” 

| have just stated that the evil can only 
be remedied by reducing the over production, 
that being the cause of all the trouble; and 
the sooner the remedy isapplied the sooner 
will we restore such a seale vf prices as will 
justify the miils in ranning.” 

“What is the present 
rails?” ; 

“Well, $35 has been of late the current 
quo_ation for delivery at Chicago, some of 
the Eastern milis having made sales on that 
basis, which of course would leave them 
vomvy here between $32 and $33 at their 
milis.”’ 

“Is it possible that there is any profit in 
such prices ?” 

“Some of the mills claim they can make 
rails at these figures, though I don’t thiak 
they would be willing to fill up for the year 
on such a basis; but, of course, as lung as 
the mills are willing to sell at tbese figures 
they cannot expect the railroad companies 
to pay them more.” 

Me 2 it is a question of supply and de- 
mand?’ 

‘*That is it precisely; and by reducing the 
supply there is but little doubt there will 
demand enough to strengthen prices.” 

“When do you expect such results?’ 

“Much depends upon the conditions of 
trade generally after the turn of the new 
year. There is certainly nu lack of money 
in the country, what ls most wanting is cou- 
fidence in business eircles. With thig re- 
stored plenty of money ean be found for all 
legitimate enterprises, and there will doubt- 
less be an inereased demand for ralis wheo 
buyers find thatthe production has been 
resiricted and the 'owest prices have been 
reached.” 

‘Is this reduced production the résult of 
any combination among the mills?” 

“Nothing of the kind. Itis simply the 
carrying out of a sensible business policy.” 

“What departments at the Vulcan will be 
stopped ?” 

“Ouly the converting, blooming and rail 
departments; we shall continue making pig 
iron at our furnaces, and shall run our coal

“IT thought it was understoed that you had 
contracts tor rails for delivery next year; if 
so, what will you do with them?” 

“Wedid have some contracts for next

GLASS-MSKERS. 


Conditions Under Which the Manufae 
tories Will Resume Operations. 
There have been rumors now and then to 
the effect that the glass manufactories in the 
city were to start up, but no sueh action has 
ever been taken by the managers. The man- 
ufactories, after the summer vacation, did 


not start up as usual on September 1, owing 
to over-production and other causes, and the 
blowers have been idle all winter. In order 
to ascertaia the exact condition af affairs, a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter interviewed sev- 
eral gentiemen connected with the manu- 
facturing companies. The companies have 
determined upon several conditiongy under 
which they will resume worn, Tuey de- 
mand 10 cent reduction from the present 
printed list; they demand control of the 
number of apprentices, delivery of ware at 
the packing-house, ladiing of glass and the 
grinding of ali blow-over bottles before pay- 
ment. The conce@sioa of all of these cendi- 
tiuns by the blowers would ameunt to about 
20 per cent reduction frum tne printed list. 
‘The manufacturers think the cenditions very 
fair, because they still enable blewers to 
make from $450 to $5a day, much higher 
pay than other skilied labor commands, and 
fully as much as the biowers get in the 
East, and mere than ia any other cenntry; 
and they deciare that they are necessary to 
the existence of ths business, The paasbee 
of men thrown out of employment by the 
stoppage of the works amount#to 600 in the 
city, and about 900 iacluding Aiton. The 
pay rolls average fullv $25,000 a month.
